REMARKS 

Claims 1-62 have been canceled and claim 63-66 have been added. Therefore, 
with entry of this amendment, claims 63-66 are pending. Support for new claims 63-66 is found, 
for example, in the specification, at page 16, lines 3-31; page 6, lines 8-9; page 11, lines 19-20; 
and Example 7 at page 47, line 13 to page 49, line 19. Therefore, no new matter is introduced 
with this amendment. 

In the Election of Species requirement mailed June 17, 2003, the Examiner 
required Applicants to elect one species from each of the 5 subgroups identifying allegedly 
patentably distinct inventions. Applicants hereby elect: 

Subgroup 1 : the linker species (Gly 4 Ser) 3 ; 

Subgroup 2: the first interactor domain c-Fos; 

Subgroup 3: the second interactor domain c-Jun; 

Subgroup 4: the signal peptide pelB; and 

Subgroup 5: wherein functional reconstitution is enhanced by introducing the 
peptide sequence GRE to a 197. 

Applicants note that new claims 63-66 do not explicitly recite a linker as in 
Subgroup 1, a first interactor domain as in Subgroup 2, a second interactor domain as in 
Subgroup 3, a signal peptide as in Subgroup 4 and a peptide sequence enhancement peptide as in 
Subgroup 5. 

In a telephonic interview with the Examiner on July 14, 2003, the Examiner 
agreed to examine claims 63-66 even though claims 63-66 do not explicitly recite the features 
contained in Subgroups 1-5.
